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PREFAGE. 


No one, in the midst pf the duties and cares of a busy life, 
who seeks, as I have done, to record the names and history of 
one’s ancestry, but must in some measure be impressed with the 
truth uttered by the wisest of men,—‘‘ the glory of children are 
their fathers.’’ It is also equally true in this impetuous age that 
‘an ungrateful generation neglects the memory of iss fathers.’’ 
The motive is then apparent which must actuate the mind of 
him who attempts the oficn barren task of simply mapping out 
the line and pointing out, it may be, the sturdy worth of his 
tunily stock, In America, with our democratic tendencies, we 
too often lose sight of our progenitors and let each generation 
come and go with scarcely any record of the brave men and the 
good women, of those prominent in public life or those who 
adotmed the home-cirele, and think if we ourselves perform 
What our hands tind to do that then our full duty is done. To 
fill up the measure of what otherwise appears to me inexcusable 
Neglect, to perform an act which may be of some historical 
value is the sole purpose of this work. But a very few copies 
have been printed and it is intended to distribute them privately 
in the family referred to. Care has been taken to state ciearly 
where tradition only is given, but in all the rest of the data, 
although there may be and undoubtedly are errors, an honest 
endeavor has been made to verify everything by actual record. 


In many cases the genealogy, for lack of accurate information,

has not been entirely finished up to the present date, but it is 
presumed sufficient is given to enable any one to complete 
without ditheulty the particular branch to which they belong or 
In which they may be most interested. This can easily be done 
by inserting a leaf and preparing the record therefor in the same 
style, adding a letter atter the numerical designation of the last 
person referred to, as—171 A, 171 B, 3171 C, &c. The work 
may also easily be interleaved for family photographs. It is 
suggested that two or three leaves for this purpose be placed 
between each printed page before binding. The compiler of 
this volume would be glad to be furnished with any new facts, 
any additional genealogy, any likenesses of the family, or to 
have any mistakes corrected. No apology is really needed for 
the more extended notice of such branches of the family as the 
writer Is hiniself connected with,

HE Strycker fuinily is of remote antiquity in Holland. All 
6 the several branches of the family in the United states, 
W he: naines, Afem sonans, regardless of tht spelling, which has 
been often changed and written Stryker, Strvcker, Striker, 
Stricker, are derived directly from this old Dutch parentage. 
Certain parts of the family have been seated near The Hague 
for over eight hundred years and another line near Rotterdam. 
[t appears that the prefix “ Van’? in olden times was often 
written before the name, but it was dropped, however. by the 
brothers who came to America, In St. Bavon's Kirk, the 
Great Church at Haarlem, which contains the grand organ, we 
find interred in the High Choir, No. 37, the remains of Dirck 
Strycker, who died September 2, 1677, who was Secretary to 
the Court of Law in Holland. That he was a man of note and 
influence is indicated by the official burial book and the tablets 
in that ancient edifice. 

From Motley’s history of the Dutch Republic we learn that 
one Hernan strycker, a monk who had abjured Romanism, 
created, in the year 1562, a wide spread revival of religion 
anong the masses of Holland. Mrs. Charles, in her ‘ De- 
liverers of Holland,’’ gives considerable account of his labors. 
His eloqacnee drew thousands to listen to him, and it is said he 
preached to fifteen thousand men in arms during the regency of 
a Se 

lu the pedigree of the Lunily fourteen descents are given in 
Holand up torjzgr. Several years ago the late Judge James

Stryker (305) obtained from Holland the coat of arms of the 
family, and much of the interesting information here given con- 
cerming it, 

The coat-armorial is as follows : 

Pall of four, or and gules, three boars’ heads, sable, armed 
azure, 

Crest—out of a ducal coronet, a griffin’s head sable, between 
two palm branches in ofle vert. 

Supporters—Two dragons, dexter side gules, sinister side or. 

There is a legend in the family that during the twelfth cen- 
tury the brothers by this name were very clannish and consti- 
tuted a stroug body of valiant men able and ready to defend 
their own rights with their own good swords. A jealousy of the 
most bitter kind broke out between them and another family 
equally renowned for prowess in combat. On one occasion the 
Van Strycker family received an invitation to a great feast at 
which it was proposed to come to some final settlement of the 
feud which existed between these rival parties. They accepted, 
at the same tUme suspecting some treachery, The secret was 
discovered betorehand and a plan arranged to meet it. The 
feast began and in the middle of it the servants of the host 
placed upon the table three boars’ heads. This was the signal 
agreed upon for the extermination of the Van Strycker family. 
They, however, rallied quickly at a certain portion of the room, 
were terrible when they acted thus on the defensive and turned 
the plot with deadly effect upon their opponents. This. tra- 
dition has come down through the family and niay account for 
the boars’ heads which appear upon the coat of arms. The 
motto of the fainily, which in English means ‘ Most terrible at 
bay," bas been Latinized **/n extremit’s terribilis,”” and ‘although 
it still preserves the legend referred to is of little value histor 
ically, as few if any Dutch families retain the motto, even 
though it may have been hereditary with those who first adopted 
it. It is understood it is never given with the coat armor in 
Holland, ji 

In the middle of the seventeenth century Jan and Jacobus Van 
Stry ker received from the States General of the Netherlands a

Two facts may here be mentioned. Ina hasty glance at this 

genealogical record the great longevity of the family cannot fail 

to be noticed. .Nnother fact becomes equally patent to those 

Who are at all fumiliar with the line, and who have examined 

carctully into the history and traditions of the family, and that 

i{ is that many of the men were of exceptionally great physical 

i strength.

FIRST GENERATION. 


1. JAN STRYCKER was born in Holland in the year 
1615. Ile emigrated from Ruinen, a village in the province of 
Drenthe, with his wife, two sons and four daughters, and 
arrived at New Amsterdam in the year 1652. Leaving behind 
Lin all the privileges and rights which might be his by descent 
in the old world, he sought to start his fainily on new soil in 
habits of industry and honesty. He was aman of ability and 
education, for his subsequent history shows him to have been 
prominent in the civil and religious community in which his lot 
Wats Cast, 

His fist wife in Holland was nained Lambertje Scubering, and 
by her wll bis childien were bor there ov in this country. “She 
was cerlunly living in 1663. After her death he married, 
April 30, 1679, Swantje Jans, the widow of Cornelis De Porter, 
of Brooklyn, She died in the year 1636. On March 31, 
1657, he married a third time, Teuntje ‘leunis, of Flatbush, 
widow of Jacob Hellakers, of New Amsterdam. She survived 
her husband. She is recorded as having united with the Dutch 
Church in New Amsterdam March 3, 1697. 

Jan Strycker remained in New Amsterdam a little over a year 
after his arrival there, and in the year 1654 he took the lead in 
founding a Dutch colony on Long Island at what was called 
Midwout, probably from a litthe village of that name in the 
province of North Holland. It was also called Middlewoods, 
possibly from sume of the features of that locality, “The 
modern name of the place is Flatbush. 

On the seth or December, 1653, while still in New Amster- 
dam, Jan Suyecker joined with others ina peution of the Com- 
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monalty of the New Netherlands and a remonstrance against the 
conduct of Director Stuyvesant. The petition recited that 
‘they apprehended the establishment of an arbitrary govern: 
ment Over them; that it was contrary to the genuine princi- 
ples of well regulated governments that one or more men should 
arrogate to themselves the exclusive power to dispose at will of 
the lite and property of any individual; that it was odious to 
every tree-born man, principally so to those whoin God has 
placed in a tree state on newly settled lands. We humbly sub- 
mit that "tis one of our privileges that our consent, or that of 
Our representatives, Is necessarily required in the enactment of 
laws and orders.” 

It is remarkable that at this early day this indictinent was 
drawn up, this ** bill of rights’? was published. But these men 
came trom the blood of the hardy Northmen and imbibed with 
the free air of America the determination to be truly free them- 
selves. 

In the year 1654 Jan Strycker was selected as the Chief 
Magistrate of Midwout, and this office he held most of the time 
fur twenty vears, ‘The last ume we find the notice of his elec- 
tion was at the Couneil of War holden in Fort Wilham Hen- 
drick, August 18, Anno 1673, where the delegates from the 
respective towns of Midwout, Bruckelen, Amers-fort, Utrecht, 
Boswyck and Gravesend selected him as ** Schepen.’’ 

In a work before referred to, Dr. O’Callaghan’s ‘* Colomial 
History of New York,’’ Volume If, page 374, we find a letter 
to the Right Honorable Petrus Stuyvesant, Director General 
and Council of New Netherlands from the same Long Island 
towns just mentioned, ‘naming Jan Strycker as one of the en- 
bassy from: New Amsterdam and the principal Dutch towns to 
he sent to the Lord Mayors in-Holland on account of their an- 
noyance from the English and the Indians; they complain that 
they will be driven ot their lands unless re-entorced from 
atherland? = 

On the roth of April, 1664, he took his seat as a representa- 
tive trom Midwont in that great Landtdag, & General Assembly 
called by the burpomasters, which was held at the City Hall in 
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New Amsterdam, to take into consideration {he precarious 
condition of the country. This meeting was presided over by 
Hon. Jeremias Van Rennselacr and Governor Stuyve-ant was 
present at this august and memorable council (See Mrs. Lamb's 
History of New York, Volume 1, pages 205, 206 and 207. Also 
O'Callaghan’s New Netherland Register, page 1yo-f 

Director Stuyvesant, August 28th, 164, addressed a letter 
to the Dutch towns on Long Island, tallimg upon them ‘to 
send every third man to defend the Capital from the English 
now arriving in the Narrows.’? This -the Court and Com- 
monalty of the town of Midwout unanimously answered by Jan 
Suryeker that: it was Mpossible to comply with his demands as 
‘we must leave wives and children seated here in fear and 
trembling, which our hearts tail to do—as the English are 
themeclves hourly expected there.” 

He was one or the representatives in the Hempstead Con- 
vention in 1665 and he appears as a patentee on the celebrated 
Nichols patent October rath, 1667, and again on the Dongan 
patent Noveinber rath, 1685. 

On October 25th, 1673, he was elected Captain of the mili- 
tary company at Midwout and his brother Jacobus was given the 
authority to ttadimunister the oaths and to instal him into 
ottice. 

On. March 26, 1674, Captain Jan Sturycker was named as a 
deputy to represent the town in a conference to be held at New 
Orange to conter with Governor Colve, ‘¢on Monday next, on 
the present state of the country.” 

To turn trom the civil and military man we find him in the 
first sear of his residence at Midwout, oue of the two commis- 
stoners to build the Dutch Church there—the first erected on 
Long Island, and he was for many years an active supporter of 
the Dominte Johannes Theodorus Polhemus, of the Reformed 
Church of Holland, in that edifice. 

Aft.r raising a tamily of eight children, every one of whom 
lived to adult Hite and marticd, seeing his sons settled on valua- 
ble plantations andoccupsy ty positions of influence im the com- 
munity, and tis daughters marrying into the families of the 
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brinckerhomts, the Berriens and the Bergens, living to be over 
eluhty vears of age, he died about the year 1697 full of the 
honors Which these new towns could bestow, and with his duties 
as 2etvibomeecr and a tree citizen of his adopted country well 
pertormed., 

2, JACOBUS GERRITSEN STRYCKER, or Jacob 
Suycker, as he seems to have generally written his name, was a 
younger brother of Jan and came from the village of Ruinen, in 
the United Provinces, to New Amsterdam, in the year 1651. 

His wite was named Yue (Ida) Huybrechts, whom he married 
in Holland, and he had at Jeast two children, a son and a 
daughter. 

On February 11, 1653, he bought a lot of land ‘on west 
side of the Great Highway, on the cross street running from the 
said highway to the shore of the North River, Manhattan 
Inland.’’ A part of this ‘lot?’ is still in possession of the 
family as will hereatter appear. 

He wasa Great Burgher of New Amsterdam in 1653, 1655, 
1057, 10506, 100. 

In the month of March, 1653, he appears as subscribing two 
hundred guilders to the rund tor erecting a wall of earth mound 
and wooden palisades to surround the city of New Amsterdam, 
to keep off the Puritan colonists of New England and unfriendly 
Indians. On May 27 of the same year the Worshipful Schepen, 
Jacob Stryker, is the purchaser of a lot of land ten rods square 
on what is bow Mxchanye Place, cast of Broad street. In 1655 
we find him contributing toa loan for the defence of the New 
Netherlands. (See ©’Callaghan’s New Netherland Register, 
page 194.) 

About the close of the year 1660 he removed to New Amers- 
fort, on Long Island, now called Flatlands. He must have re- 
turned tora time to New Amsterdain, tor in 1663 he appears 
again a an alderman or the young colony there, In the year 
1660 he and his wile appear on the records as members of the 
old Duteh Church of New York, and it is noted that he had re- 
inoved to New Amers-fort. The record of the church in the 
latter place shows both of them as members there in the year 
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1667. On the 18th of August, 1673, he became Schout or 
High Sheriif of all the Dutch towns on Long Island—a position 
of influence and responsibility at that time. He was also, as 
well as his brother Jan, a delegate to the Convention, March 26, 
1674, to confer with Governor Colve on the state of the colony. 

He appears to have been somewhat of an artist, probably an 
amateur portiait painter, for a picture of himself painted on 
panel is still extant in the halls of the Striker mansion, on 
Eleventh avenue and Vitty-Second street, New York City. This 
profession he did not follow, for he devoted himself to farming 
and trading with the Indians, a highly lucrative business, it is 
said, in those days. He seems to have been a gentleman of 
considerable means, of much ofticial influence and of decided 
culture. 

He died, as we tind from the church records kept by Dominie 
Casparus Van Zuuren, in October, 1687.

wr: born November 1st, 1653, in Flatbush; married 
Abnetje Barends May 2gth, 1681; dicd June rith, 1741. She 
died June ngth, 1917. .He was,one.of the patentees of the 
town of Flatbush named in the Dongan patent November 12th, 
16853. He was High Sheritf of Kings county, Long Island, 
commissioned November 2nd, 1683; Judge of the Court from 
1729 to 1722. On December 27th, 1689, we find him as a 
Captain of Foot Militia. His residence in Flatbush, torn 
down about forty years ago, was a stately Holland brick 
building in quaint Dutch sevle, with the letters ‘ P. 35., 1696,” 
over the doorway, aud certainly its appearance indicated a 
home of genuine hospiality. Garret Stryker (528) lives on this 
property to-day, it having never passed out of the family. (See 
Vanderbilt’s Social History of Flatbush, page 214.) 

On June ist, 1710, he purchased of the three brothers, Aert, 
Matthew and David Acrson, of Brockland, Kings county, New 
York, the four thousand acres on Millstone River in 
Somerset county, New Jersey, which they had received by a 
patent deed from the Proprietors of East) Jersey, January 9, 
1702. ‘luis deed is still in existence. It does not appear that 
he ever lived on this property, but his sons Jacob and Barent 
and his grandsons, the four sons of Jan (19), removed trom 
Flatbush and settled in Somerset county, New Jersey. 

In connection with this purchase of Jersey land it is well to 
note that the Dutch land owners in and around New York 
thought the rule of the British Crown very oppressive. Look- 
ing across the harbor they saw the fine farms and the benign 
tule of the Proprietors of Jersey, and they resolved that at least

some of their descendents should settle there. The exactions 
of the English in the matter of their town governments, and 
more especially the establishment of the Church of England 
among them, made them long to remove further away from their 
conquerors, Various parcels of land were purchased by com- 
panies, and the Strycker family selected the fertile soil of 
Somerset county for their future home. ,

Peter was a wagon boy during the Revolution and helped 
his father supply provisions to the troops under General An- 
thony Wayne. He often heard his father give accounts of the 
attacks that he had ted against the flanks of the British with 
his famous Lighthorse Troop. 

After the war Peter took up a study of medicine and first 
practiced at Millstone as a country doctor. In 1810 he bought 
the Old Dutch Parsonage in Somerville and moved there. He soon 
drew a large practice and 'his kindness to the worthy poor' was 
still remembered when the 1887 Stryker book was written. 

Peterpottenmiriited officestopmichmtrust. He wasesheri£+ 
of the county, Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, a member of 
the New Jersey House of Assembly (30th to 35th sessions) and 
of the Senate (45th to 50th sessions) the last three of which 
he was the President of the Senate. On one occasion in that 
office, Peter acted as State Governor. 

He was commissioned Brigadier General in the Somerset 
Brigade in the NJ Militia Feb. 19, 1812 and he organized the 
troops during the War of 1812 for 5,000 men. He was then de- 
tailed as one of three general officers to command this force. 

In Nov. 1822 he was promoted to Major General of the 3rd 
Division and held that position until his death. When the war 
broke out with Mexico, he offered his services to President 
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Polk. On Friday Oct. 12, 1885, being then the senior Major 
General of the State and 89 years old, he mounted his horse 
and with his long grey hair floating in the wind, he reviewed 


his troops at New Brunswick. 
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Peter often held church offices as well as political ones. 
He was the Whig candidate with William Robeson in the 1840's 
opposed:to Charles C. Stratton for State Governor.

Joseph Hazzard Skillman said; ‘The first Skillman, 
a Thomas, was a musician in the British army on service 
in this country That he had a patent for land at Albany, 
and that his widow, by some means, got possession of his 
property, and the son had none.”’ 

William Paynter, aged 80, at about 1844 said; 
‘‘Thomas Skillman and wife came from England and 
worked a farm on shares, and in 1688 bought a farm of 
200 acres at Dutch Kills, the deed for which he has in 
his house.’ (This man’s mother was Hester, daughter 
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of Abraham Skillman.) His sister, Elizabeth Bragaw, 
said: ‘‘ Thomas Skillman came from Barbadoes.”’ 

The earliest mention of the name of any Skillman that 
T find is in Thowpson’s History of Long Island, p. 138. 2d 
ed., yol. 2, giving a list of the inhabitants ata probable 
freeholders of the town of Newtown in 1655-6. I have 
had no time as yet to verify the date’ but as dates in 
Thompson' s book are noted for unreliability, I attach but 
little importance to this extract, unless in the future I 
should meet with something to corroborate it. Azker, in 
his Annals of Newtown, p. 74 and appendix G. gives a 
list of freeholders, in which the name of Thomas or any 
other Skillman does not appear at that date.’

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WITCHCRAFT IN NEW ENGLAND 


When we think of New England witches, our minds go back to 1690 and Salem, but 
the story began long before that. In 1636, Plymouth Colony included in its offenses 
"lyable to death," the act of "conversing with the Divell by way of Witchcraft, Con- 
juration, and the Like." And, in 1642, settlers in Connecticut enacted a similar 


law. The first application of the law in Connecticut was apparently in 1647, when 
Alse Young was hanged. 


My ancestor, Lydia Gilbert, was the fifth "witch" to be punished, and her story 
may be quite typical. .Lydia and her husband, Thomas Gilbert, had come from England 
in 1623, moved with their adult sons to Windsor in the early 1630s. In 1651, Liv- 
ing with them was an elderly man, Henry Stiles, who was shot and killed by Thomas 
Allyn, a member of the Trainband which was drilling in front of the Gilbert hone. 
Allyn was "indited" and the Court found that the "Homicide was by Misadventure.” 
Allyn was given a small fine for his"sinful neglect" and bound for good behavior 
for a year. But, about two years later, Lydia Gilbert was arrested and tried for 
witchcraft. Her indictment read that "not having the feare of god before thy Eyes, 
thou dust give Entertainment of Sathan the greate Enemy of god and mankind and by 
his helpe has killed the Body of Hefiry Styles besides other witchcrafts -" For 
this, she-was sentenced to hang, and the execution was carried out, probably in the 
lot at the corner of Albany Avenee and Vine Street, Hartford. 


It is interesting to find, however, that her conviction did not affect her sons, 
who held many prominent positions in the Connecticut government. Several grand- 


daughters and great granddaughters were named Lydia, so apparently the family felt 
no shame,

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. Tes 


Joun Rous, farmer, was born in Union county, Pennsylvania, June 30, 
1812, son of Michael and Sarah (Lincoln) Roush, the former a native of 
Schuylkill county, the latter of Union county, Pennsylvania. They were 
married in Union county. The father was a farmer, and in after life engaged 
in the mereantile business. He was a major in the military company, and a 
prominent member of the Lutheran church. His wife was a member of the 
Methodist chureh during the greater portion of her life. Six children were 
born to them, two of whom are living: John, and Rachel, widow of Daniel 
Bellman, of Davis, Tlinois. The subject of this sketch received his educa- 
tion at the public schools and at Mifflinburg Academy under Professor Todd, 
and engaged as clerk in the mercantile business at Mifinbure. In 1836 he 
formed a co-partnership with Charles Montelius and engaged in the dry 
goods business, which continued three years. In 1846 he came to North- 
umberland county, married Mary E., daughter of John T. and Hannah 
(Hower) Montgomery, located at MeMweusville, and soon after purchased a 
farm near that town. In 1850 he purchased the Jacob Kerr farm and lived 
upon the same four years. In 1854 he removed to Milton, and in 1855 
forined a co-partnership with William Heinen, and established the present 
business of Heinen, Schreyer & Company. ‘This partnership continued until 
1870, when he retired from the firm, and has since lived upon his present 
farm near Milton. He has reared one child, John M. Mr. Roush is an 
active member of the Democratic party, and has filled various township 
offices. He is a directo jn the Milton National Bank, and a prominent mem- 
ber of the Lutheran church. 

Wituiam M. Auren was born, July 7, 1814, along the banks of Chillis- 
quaque creek about nine miles from_its_ mouth, in what—is now Montour 
county, Pennsylvania, pSonof Henry apdeSane (Maxwell) Auten, of Irish 
and Scotch ancestry, res woctively—~ He Ls educated in the-common schools, 
and when about eighteen years old began to learn the trade of a millwright, 
which he subsequently followed in connection with farming to the close of 
his business life. He was first married to Sarah, daughter of Joseph Kline, 
and to this union were born five children: Joseph H.; Wesley; Isaiah; Cath- 
arine J., who married Samuel Giffen, and John J. Mrs. Auten died in (i S48 
and he was afterwards married to Sarah Marr, widow of John Marr, and by 
this marriage were born seven children; James; William; Hdward; Voris; 
George B.; Klizabeth, who married W. B. Cox, and Annie, who married An- 
gus Fairchild. On the 8th of January, ISY1, Mr. Auten died after a severe 
illness of about four weeks. He served one term as a justice of the peace for 
Chillisquaque township, and for many years was an earnest promoter of the 
public schools, having served several terms as school director. In. his polit- 
ical affiliations he was an unswerving Democrat and represented his party in 
county and State conventions. Mr. Auten was a member of the Methodist 
Mpiscopal church, a true Christian, one who was always at his post of duty 
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when health would permit, and was a devout student of the Bible. In his 
death the community in whieh he lived lost one of its most upright, honest, 
and respected citizens. 

Winiram Warpros, farmer, was born in Turbut township, September 17, 
ISI4, son of Lafferd Waldron. who was born in Hunterdon county, New 
Jersey, in 1764, came to this county with his father. Cornelius Waldron, in 
1785, and settled near Muney, in what is now Lycoming county. Cornelius 
Waldron was a captain in the Revolutionary war, and a captain in a military 
company after its close. He afterwards purchased a farm in Brady township, 
Lycoming county, and still later settled at the mouth of Muddy run. He 
was killed by accident while felling a tree upon the latter place. The father 
of our subject married Hannah Webb, and settled upon the farm whereon his 
son William now resides, where he resided until his death in 1837; his wife 
died in 1832. They were members of the Warrior Run Presbyterian church, 
They reared eleyen children, all deceased except William and Charles. The 
subject of this sketch received his edueation at the township schools, and has 
always followed farming. In 1841 he married Annie, daughter of Philip 
Hilgert, of Chillisquaque township, by whom he has reared ten children: 
Philip H., residing near home; William A., of Michigan; Charles L., of Milton; 
Frank P., of Chillisquaque township; George W., of Limestone township;

He was one of the original members of 
Turbut Grange, P. of H., and was one of the original steekholders of the 
First National Bank of Milton. His oldest son was a member of Company 
B, One Hundred and Thirty-first Pennsylvania Volunteers. 

J. W. Kexsey, farmer, was born in Connecticut, May 28, 1815, son of 
Noah and Sophronia (Hinkley) Kelsey, natives of that State and farmers by 
occupation. His father was a soldier in the war of 1812, a Democrat. in 
politics, and a member of the Congregational church. He reared a family 
of fourteen children, nine of whom are living: J. W.; Edwin, of Connecti- 
eut; Cynthia, Mrs. Studley, of Hartford, Connecticut; Maria, Mrs. Calvin 
Post, of Connecticut; Emily, Mrs. Serens Gladding, of Connectieut; Jean- 
nette; Sarah; Harriet, and Isaac, of Connecticut. The subject of our sketch 
was reared and educated in his native State, came to Northumberland county 
in 1838 at the age of twenty-three years, and engaged in school teaching, 
having taught in Northumberland and Union counties twenty-four winters. 
In 1850 he married Margaret, daughter of Samuel Blain, of Turbut town- 
ship, and to them haye been born six children: Hannah S.; Mary L., wife 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt, of Paterson, New Jersey; Samuel B., of Paterson,

CHARLES E. HOY, a merchant of Milton, 
Northumberland county, is a native of this county, 
born in that part of ‘Turbut township now included 
in Milton. The Eloy family is an old one in Penn- 
sylvania, identified with Berks and Schuylkill 
counties. The first member of the family men- 
tioned in Berks county is one Ulrich Iloy, who 
paid two pounds tax in 1759. From Berks the 
Hoys moved to Orwigsburg, Schuylkill county, 
where lived Philip Ifoy, who reared a large fam- 
ily, viz.: Joseph, Henry, Abram, William. John, 
Maria (Mrs. Wiltrout), Susanna (Mrs. Izull) and 
Sallie (Mrs. Gehret). 

John Hoy, the grandfather of Charles et was 
born Dee. 20, 1805, in Schuylkill county, and in 
1828 married Sarah Kimmel. For some time they 
lived near Orwigsburg.

They 
first settled in Chester county, where he lived for 
a number of years, serving in the Revolutionary 
war as captain in a Chester county regiment; he 
was at Valley Forge. Ile was married in that 
county to [lizabeth Chureh, and in 179-£ they came 
to Northumberland county, where Mr. Cummings 
purchased between 350 and 400 acres of land 
which had been taken up originally by Peter 
Boor, in 1769. This tract lies along the Chillis- 
quaque creek, about two miles east of Montandon.

When about twenty-five years of age he entered the 
law oflice of Charles Hower, at Selinsgrove, where he finished the preparation 
for his profession, and in March, 1861, was admitted to the bar at Middle- 
burg, Snyder county, Pennsylvania. The summer previous he had served as 
a delegate of the Democratie party to the Charleston convention. In April, 
1861, when the call was issued by President Lincoln for seventy-five thou- 
sand volunteers to aid in quelling the Rebellion, Mr. Snyder was the first 
man to enlist from Snyder county. He was elected corporal of Company G, 
Fourth Pennsylvania Volunteers, and after three months’ service was honora- 
bly discharged and returned to his home in Middleburg. In June, 1862, he 
recruited Company F, One Hundred and Thirty-first Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers, and, although the unanimous choice of the company for captain, yet, 
owing to political influences, he yielded the honor to George W. Ryon, of 
Snyder county, who obtained the position. Mr. Snyder was then elected 
lieutenant of the company; unfriendly political influences, however, were 
brought to bear against him, and he resigned his position at Hagerstown, 
Maryland, and returned home. During the winter of 1863 he removed to 
Shamokin, where he entered upon the practice of his profession. The follow- 
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
